RESOLUTION 

New Delhi-2, the 12 th April 1957 

No. 43/97 /56-CS(C), — Under the provision of the 
Citizenship Act, 1955, persons of Indian origin who 
have migrated from Pakistan are now in a position 


to acquire citizenship of India after being ordinarily 
resident in this country for a period of six months. 
It has accordingly been decided that certificates of 
eligibility for appointment under the Government of 
India granted to such migrants under the Government 
of India, Ministry of Home Affairs Resolution No. 43/ 
58/49-Ests., dated the 6th April, 1950 shall be valid 
only for one year from the date of their appointment 
after which they will be retained in service only if 
they have by then acquired Indian citizenship. 

2. The standard rule for recruitment contained in 
para, 5 of the Resolution will consequently be replaced 
by the following;. — | 

“A candidate for appointment to any Central Service 
or post must be — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal or of a Portuguese or 
former French possession in India, or 

(d) a person of Indian origin who has migrated 
from Pakistan with the intention of perma- 
nently settling in India; 

Provided that if he belongs to category (c) or (d), 
he must be a person in whose favour a certificate of 
eligibility has been given by the Government of India. 

Provided further that if he belongs to category (d) 
the certificate of eligibility will be valid only for a 

eriod of one year from the date of his appointment 

eyond which he can be retained in service only if he 
has become a citizen of India. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility 
is necessary, may be admitted to an examination or 
interview conducted by the Union Public Service Com- 
mission or other recruiting authority and he may also 
provisionally be appointed subject to the necessary 
certificate being given to him by the Government.” 

Order.— Ordered that a copy of this Resolution be 
communicated to all State Governments, all Ministries 
of the Government of India, etc., and also that the 
Resolution be published in the Gazette of India,
